Where Curfew Still Rings 


Carried On In Many Places 
In England 

Curfew is still rung at many places 
throughout England, among which 
should be mentioned Hailsham, in 
Sussex, where iid, the practiec 
has been carried on without a break 
since the time of the Conqueror, The 
bells of the ancient of St 
Helen's Worcester, also ring the cur- 
few, and it is interesting to note that 
the peal of eight bells is inscribed 
with titles and verses descriptive of 
battles and achievements of Marl- 
borough and other commanders in the 
reign of Queen Anne. One of these 
bells was in olden days, rung between 
mid-day and one p.m, on Christmas 
Day, and earned the name of the “Pie
